In considering communism's threat to the free world, the minds of 
most Americans focus in an almost reflex action on such points as Berlin, 
Formosa, Moscow, and Washington* Yet, in the struggle against communism, 
the front is —literally— everywhere « This is so because the issue between 
communism and freedom is, in essence, the struggle for the minds and 
loyalties of men everywhere* 

We don f t have to be in Berlin, Formosa, or any of the other points 
of international tension to experience communist pressure. Right here at 
Alfred, New York- -not much more than a month ago — Vladimir Trifonov, an 
official of the Soviet Embassy in Washington, D. C. , appeared before a student 
group. In our country, he had the right and privilege to do so. We would not 
have it otherwise, for this is one of the fundamental individual rights --freedom 
of speech— which distinguish us from the communists* 

However, as the communists frequently do, he abused this right by 
distorting the facts . According to newspaper accounts which I haye read, 
he categorically denied that communists interfere in the affairs of other 
nations or engage in espionage activity. 

Historical Rebuttal 



Any denial that the Soviet Union interferes in the affairs of 
other nations is, of course, belied by history,: The communist goal of world 
domination could not be achieved without such, interference. Moreover, the 
organizational form which the world-wide communist movement has assumed 
is, in itself , incontrovertible evidence of this fact. Under the doctrinal aegis of 
n the class struggle, " the Soviet Union, by its direction and manipulation of the 
communist parties throughout the world, is, as a matter of basic, deliberate 
policy, continuously interfering in the political, economic, and social lives of 
noncommunist nations. At the same time, no government in history has placed 
more emphasis on espionage than the Soviet Union. To accelerate the fulfillment 
of the communist prophecy of the inevitable triumph of socialism over capitalism, 
the Soviet Union has organized the largest espionage and intelligence operations 
in history and maintains an unparalleled network of agents throughout the world.

with their own views. 

This, then, was the milieu out of which the Communist Party would 
draw its founders. But, whatever the socialist movement was at the end of 
World War I, it was not the highly organized, tightly disciplined, ideologically 
cohesive party of professional revolutionaries which V. I. Lenin had envisioned 
as the vanguard of the working class and as the general staff of the revolution. 

The Spark 

The one event which sparked the formation of the militant, revolutionary 
group prescribed by Lenin was the Bolshevik Revolution of 1917, through which 
the communists overthrew a liberal government and seized state power . The 
success of the Bolshevik Revolution intensified the ferment within the Socialist 
Party, and its more militant members, inspired by the Russian example, 
planned, in true conspiratorial fashion, to capture the Socialist Party in order 
to transform it into an organization modelled on the Communist Party of the 
Soviet Union. 

Born in. Strife 



When the Socialist Party held an emergency national convention in 
Chicago in August, 1919, the right-wing element prevented the left-wing element 
from entering the convention hall. This action was tantamount to expulsion, 
and the left-wing element, many of which were native Americans, held a 
meeting of its own at which, on September 1, 1919, it founded the Communist Labor 
Party. Concurrently, the predominantly foreign-born members of the left-wing 
element held another convention in Chicago and founded the Communist 'Party of 
America. The two communist parties continued in existence until May, 1921, 
when they merged, at the insistence of the Communist International (Comintern), 
which would recognize only one party in any country.

Steeled in the Struggle 

The 1930*8 dawned with millions unemployed as. a result of the 
economic depression., In line with Comintern instructions that this was 'a, • t , 
typical cyclical crisis of the type inherent, under capitalism which, should be 
exploited, the Party attempted to intensify the prevalent economic and social 
unrest. Strikes, hunger marches, and other .unemployment demonstrations 
w;ere instigated by the Party in order to foment additional strife, aiid to spread 
communism. By the mid-1930* s, out of the experience gained from .these 
militant tactics, Party members were steeled, and the Party itself developed 
into an even more closely knit, rigidly .disciplined, tightly organized, and 
highly flexible group. ? 

The Popular Front 

In 1935, the Soviet Union, realizing the potential threat, to its own 
existence from the. rise oi fascism in Europe, instructed the international 
communist movement to adopt a united front against fascism. Following these 
instructions, the Party here discontinued its open advocacy of the revolutionary 
overthrow of the Government and, instead, appealed to k noncommujiists to put 
aside .their differences with the communists and to join in a common Effort aimed 
at the .defeat pf fascism. Adopting the Trojan-horse technique, the Communist 
Party, USA, attempted to advance by subtle and devious- tactics, rather than by 
open and direct militancyo 

By ostensibly abandoning its revolutionary program and by concen- 
trating on the legitimate issue of the threat of fascism, the Party acquired an 
air of apparent respectability and successfully masqueraded as a normal 
political organization. By the end of the 1930* s, the Party had successfully 
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infiltrated into the mainstreams of American life. Communist views were 
given even greater impact and, appeal by the proliferation of the numerous 
front. groups which the Party had organized or captured and then manipulated 
for its own piirppses. Many prominent Americans in *all walks of iife were 
duped, not only into supporting communist causes, but also— and this is often 
overlooked— into stifling anti communist views. Despite its nonrevolutionary 
facade, the Party had not forsaken its violent revolutionary role— it sent some 
1,-600 of its members to fight in the Spanish Civil War— to fight not in the 
interests of democracy but in the interests of world communism. 

Totalitarian Twins 



Party tactics changed;abruptly again in 1939— once, more as the 
consequence of a development affecting the Soviet Union* I refer, of course, 
to the signing of the infamous Nazi -Soviet nonaggression pact. With the 
Soviet Union now allied with its former enemy, Nazi Germany, the Party, 
overnight, dropped its militant fight against fascism. Shortly thereafter, 
when World War ri broke out in Europe, the Party, ever mindful oLits 
obligation to defend the Soviet Union, labeled it an "imperialist war" in which 
the United States had no legitimate interest. In behalf of the Soviet Union, the 
Party instigated or supported strikes in our basic industries to disrupt our 
national defense efforts and our aid to the democratic nations of Western 
Europe fighting the Nazis and Fascists. 

At an emergency convention held in November, 1940, the Party 
withdrew from the Comintern. This however, was just a tactical maneuver — 
everi the Party a&mitted'this-rdesigried 1 to thwart the legal provlsicms of the 
Voorhis Act, which had been^acted by Congress that year. In brief, this 
law provided that any organization in.'the United States which engaged' in 
political activity and which was subject to foreign control would be required 
to register with the Attorney General! In the statement which announced its 
disaffiliation, the Party made it explicitly clear that it still supported the aims 
and programs of the Comintern. 
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Double Reverse 

The war which the Party originally described as "imperialist" was 
soon transformed, through the magic of communist jargon, into a "just" war by 
another foreign development,. This was the invasion of the Soviet Union by 
Hitler f s Wetomacht in June, 1941* The new character of the, war- -now that the 
very existence of the Soviet Union was threatened—jtriggered another major 
reversal in the tactics of the Communist Party, USA. Almost immediately, the 
Party began agitating for the United States to enter the war. After Pearl Harbor, 
the communists became "superpatriots* M Abandoning their instigatiohof strikes 
against our war efforts, they advocated that the labor movement adopt a 
"no strike" pledge for the duration of the war. In true totalitarian fashion, they 
subordinated every consideration- -even such fundamental ones as human 
digiiity, justice, and civil liberties— in order to promote national unity. 
However, the Party *s objective was not so much to promote the war effort of the v 
United States as it was to insure the preservation of the Soviet Union at all costs. 

Heresy Excoriated 

The Soviet Union had to intervene in the fortunes of the Communist 
Party, USA, again in 1945. Apparently misinterpreting Soviet instructions 
relating to the dissolution of the Comintern in 1943, Earl Browder, then the 
Party's General Secretary, had reorganized the Party, in 1944, into a political- 
action^group known as the Communist Political Association. However,; the 
.Soyiet Union soon corrected this. When the defeat of the fascist nations was 
imminent early in 1945 and the Soviet Union no longer desperately needed the 
allied support which had prompted its temporary wartime cooperation with the 
Westj it ordered the reconstitution of the Communist Party, USA, as a : 
militant Marxist- Leninist organization in preparation for a return >to the traditional 
communist revolutionary activity based on the international class struggle. 

The reconstitution of the Party in the United States was ordered by 
Moscow through the French communist leader Jacques Duclos. In April, 1945, 
Duclos wrote an article criticizing Browder 7 s interpretations, castigating the 
Communist Political Association as a violation of Marxist- Leninist principles, 
and urging American communists to reorganize the Party as a revolutionary 
group. Abjectly capitulating to this ultimatum, the leaders of the Communist 
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Political Association outdid one another in confessing their errors and, in 
July, 1945, reconstituted the Communist Party, USA. Browder was later 
charged -with revisionism and was expelled from the Party. With Moscow's 
blessing, William Z.. Foster assumed the leadership of the American 
communist movement. 

The, Two Camps 

> 

^4fThe^det6riofation in, international relations, presaged by Browder.* s 
ouster, was signalled by Stalin in 1946 when he declaredihe cold war by 
announcing that the temporary Soviet wartime alliance with the. Western 
democracies jhadbeen based on tactical expediency and was not to :be interpreted 
as the foundation for extended postwar, international cooperation,* In the 
following year, Stalin! s pronouncement was given practical political expression 
by A. A. Zhdanov when, at the founding conference of the Cominform,* he 
divided the world into the "imperialist camp" headed by the United,States and 
the "anti -imperialist camp" under the leadership of the Soviet Union* 

The Communist Party, USA, inline with these instructions, has 
made every effort to. obstruct all measures which our Nation has taken to 
-defend itself and to strengthen our allies against the threat of further 
communist expansion., These measures which the Party has opposed include 
theMarshall Plan, aid to Greece and Turkey, the Point Four Program, the 
United Nations intervention in Korea, and the military, economic, and political 
agreements which we have made with other noncommunist nations throughout 
the world. - At the same time^ the Party has defended such aggressive 
communist actions as the take-over in China and the European satellite nations, 
and the .brutal suppressions of the uprisings in East, Germany, Hungary, and 
Tibet. 

Return to the Underground 

Jn.,1948, <the leaders of the Communist Party, USA, were once again 
brought before, the bar of justice. A Federal grand jury in New York City 
returned an indictment against the. 12 members of the Party's national board 
under conspiracy provisions of the Smith Act. In brief, the* Smith Act prohibits 
the/teaching or advocacy of overthrowing the United States Government by 
force or violence. The case of William Z. Foster, was later severed because

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of his illness. The remaining defendants were convicted in October, 1949, 
and their convictions were later sustained by appellate review to the 
Supreme Court. 

When the Smith Act indictments against Party leaders were returned 
in 1948, the Party, true to its conspiratorial nature, began extensive 
preparation to expand its underground apparatus. When their convictions were 
sustained by the Supreme Court in 1951, the Party's careful planning enabled 
it to switch immediately to a primarily underground operation. During this * 
period of underground activity, Party leaders disappeared from their homes, 
jobs, and communities* In some cases, they altered their physical appearances. 
Clandestine communications networks were used. Underground printing 
facilities were activated. Prearranged financing arrangements were put into 
effect. The most stringent security precautions were observed, and those who 
remained f in the open Party organization were placed at the complete disposal 
of the underground apparatus. 

The Party continued in an expanded underground status until late 
1955, when Party leaders decided that, because the political climate had 
improved, they could again conduct the major portion of their activities openly. 
Most Party leaders who had been underground moved back into the open 
apparatus. At the same time, those Party leaders who had been imprisoned 
for violating* the Smith Act had completed their sentences and were again 
returning to Party activity. By early 1956, the Party had adopted a view of 
guarded optimism toward the future. 

Factionalism Erupts 

This optimism proved somewhat premature because, in the subsequent 
discussion of the Party's policies and tactics during the postwar decade, a 
factional dispute arose. The left-wing faction, led by William Z. Foster, the 
Party's current chair man emeritus, called for the continuation of the Party as a 
strong Marxist- Leninist group which would retain its close ties with the 
Soviet Union. The center group, led by the present national chairman, 
Eugene Dennis, advocated a modified Marxist- Leninist organization designed to 
cloak the Party in a new look. The right-wing faction, led by John Gates, 
Daily Worker editor, dpeniy called for the transformation of the Party into a 
political- action group which could appear to act independently of the Soviet Union. 
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The factional dispute was exacerbated by/the denigration of Stalin, evidences ■ 
of anti-Semitism.in.the Soviet Union,, and the Soviet suppression of the 
Hungarian uprising. As a result, the frankest discussion in the Party's entire 
history took place as rank-and-file members subjected the Party, its. policies, 
and its leaders to extensive criticism —much of it public. . 

Orthodoxy Triumphs 

Realizing the danger to its continued control of the Party if the right- 
wing view prevailed, the Soviet Union intervened in this factional dispute and 
exerted its influence in favor of the left-wing faction in. various ways., The 
authoritative Soviet publication Pravda hailed William Z. Foster as a "noted 
theoretician and Marxist historian." As he had -in i945, Jacques Duclos warned 
the Communist Party,. USA, against any revisionist tendencies. When the 
proposal to transform the Party into a political-action organization was soundly 
defeated at the Party's 16th National Convention in February, 1957, Pravda 
applauded. the defeat of what it derided as the "reactionary forces" who had 
supported that position.. Later in 1957, Kommunist, a leading Soviet theoretical 
journal, published an article criticizing John Gates* views and another article 
by Foster in which he defended his position in the factional struggle. When 
Gates finally resigned from the Party in January of 1958, the victory of the 
left-wing, pro-Soviet faction became a foregone conclusion. 

Momentous Year 

Two. events during 1959 were milestones in the Party's history. 
The first of these was the visit of Soviet Premier Nikita S. Khrushchev to the 
United States, and the second was the Party's 17th National Convention. The 
.Party claimed that Khrushchev's visit gave a tremendous boost to the Party's 
morale by revitalizing the confidence of Party leaders and members in, 
themselves and in the ultimate victory of communism in the United States. In 
December, 1959, shortly after his visit, the Party held its 17th National 
Convention. The most significant achievement of this convention, was the 
reconciliation of the factional dispute, thereby welding the Party into a more 
solidly unified, militant organization under the leadership of its present 
general secretary, Moscow-trained Gus Hall. 
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^ * Hall's vigorous leadership has sparked aresurgence in.ail 
phases of Party activity — membership recruiting, promoting the circulation 
of* Party publications, expanding the Party's internal educational program, and, 
of extreme, importance, laying the groundwork for the formation; of a^new nation- 
wide* Marxist youth organization, *• 



Subversive Staff 
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At the convention, a hew national committee of 60 members was 
elected. One member has since died and has not yet been replaced* According 
to the Party's constitution, the national committee is the highest authority in 
the Party between conventions and makes decisions on the major* issues which 
arise between national conventions. Present plans call for two* meetings of 
the*national committee each year. In March -of this year; the -members of the 
national committee elected an, 18 -member national ^executive committee, 
theoretically to direct Party affairs between meetings of the national committee 
Actually, the present guiding body in the Party is a five -member secretariat 
consisting of:

False Facade 

As a minority group seeking total power in our Nation, the Party 
has always recognized that it; is .largely dependent on. the support, and assistance 
of non communists for the achievement of its aims and objectives For this 
reason, the Party has made extensive; use of communist front groups as 
auxiliary bodies arid "transmission belts'' to enable it to extend its power and 
influence beyond the limits of its own membership. 



*Jackson also serves as National Secretary for the South* 
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Front. groups are created.by the. communists on their own\ 
initiative, through a coalition with noncommunist groups, or by infiltrating 
and gaining control. of a legitimate, noncommunist group. They are .organized 
as the specific need arises in various phases of the Party 1 s endeavors, and 
are discarded when they have outlived their usefulness to the Party. Most ' 
of them are given innocuous or patriotic-sounding names, and they stand for 
seemingly orthodox and legitimate programs in order to conceal their real 
communist character. 

Financing the Revolution 

It is obvious that an organization such as the Party requires sizable 
funds with which to operate. The Party raises the funds necessary for its 
operations from many and diverse sources, including:

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Unending Lidoctrination 

Because it is based on an alien ideology, the Party must 
maintain an extensive educational apparatus to insure the doctrinal purity of 
the individual member In addition to the formal school which it controls— 
the Faculty of Social Science in New York City—each Party district continually 
conducts educational classes for the membership* Party education is regarded 
by the communists as of such paramount importance that, even during the 
recent period of enlarged underground activity, clandestine educational 
classes were held* Moreover, all Party literature has, as one of its 
primary functions, the education of the entire Party membership in the 
principles of Marxism-Leninism. 

Party Voices 

The communist press is a vital part of communist activity. In the 
United States, the principal Party propaganda organs at the present time are: 
The Worker, a weekly newspaper published in New York City; People's World, 
another weekly newspaper published in San Francisco; Political' Affairs , a 
monthly theoretical magazine; and Mainstream, a Marxist cultural monthly 
magazine. It is the duty of all Party members to promote the circulation of all 
communist newspapers, periodicals, and pamphlets. For the communists, the 
press has vital functions which transcend the mere reporting of events <> One of 
its chief functions is to agitate and to create discontent against our social 
order. Another role played by the communist press is that of a collective 
organizer, mobilizing the Party members for strikes and other protest 
demonstrations . The press also functions importantly in the recruitment of new 
members into the Party. Moreover, it affords political guidance to each 
Party member by spelling out the Party 1 s position— or as it is frequently 
described, the Party line— on all current issues of international and national, 
interest. 

The Current Line 



Currently, the Party is stressing such domestic issues as the 
struggle for equal rights for Negroes; the abolition of all internal security 
programs and of congressional committees investigating communism; and the 
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Their gyrations during the period of the Nazi-Soviet noriaggxessirai* 
pact and after the Nazi invasion of the Soviet Union paralleled those of the 
Communist Party in our country* In some nations of the Western Hemisphere, 
the communist parties also changed their names during World War H to 
promote greater unity in support of the war effort. After World War H, the 
other Western Hemisphere communist .parties also kept in step with Stalin 1 s 
declaration of the cold war by turning violently against .the United. States. 

Throughout the history of communism in Latin America, "anti- 
imperialism" has been one r of the, major issues exploited by communist 
propaganda, Prior to. World War n, both the United States and Great Britain 
were attacked on this issue. Since, the- war, however, this.theme has been 
directed almost exclusively against the United States. ^ 

In, conducting their campaign against "Yanqui imperialism,»?^t^e 
Latin- American communists pose as nationalists who are fighting for the 
interests of their own countries. Since so many Latin- American nations have 
now reached the stages of economic and political development which, historically, 
have given rise to extreme nationalistic consciousness, the communists have 
little, difficulty in exploiting this issue in order- to promote Soviet objectives by 
intensifying anti- United; States sentiments. 

In the guise of .nationalists^ the communists vociferously oppose 
alLour foreign investments in Latin America and any development of Latin 
America's natural resources by United States capital as imperialist 
exploitation. At the same time, Latin-American communists are vigorously 
supporting the efforts of the Soviet Union to further its economic, cultural, 
and political penetration of the Western Hemisphere. 

In the Western Hemisphere, there are at present approximately 
225,000 dedicated communists— not to mention the countless additional 
fellow travelers, sympathizers, and dupes. Through these adherents, as 
through its followers elsewhere in the world, the Soviet Union can and 
regularly does-r-contrary to Trifonov's denial- -interfere in the affairs of other 
nations. 
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■ Espionage as Policy 

The history of the international communist movement proves 
conclusively that the subversion of noncommunist 'nations* through :the 
instrumentalities of the- various communist' parties is official Soviet policy* 
In addition^ the extensive espionage activities directed against the free 
world prove that espionage;is also a calculated policy of theSoviet State— 
another fact which Trifonov also denied. Spying is such an integral part of 
the domestic life of the Soviet Union that its extension intoSoviet foreign 
relations is an almost natural development. 

The present Committee of State Security (KGB), the civilian Soviet 
intelligence agency, is a direct descendant of the Cheka (Extraordinary 
'Commission to Fight Counterrevolution and Sabotage), which was organized 
immediately after the Bolshevik;Revoiution. The KGB controls an army of 
informants within the Soviet Un&n who furnish the information with which 
it represses the Soviet populace" Abroad, the KGB directs an international 
apparatus which carries on espionage, sabotage, and terrorism throughout 
the free world. The activities of the KGB in noncommunist nations are 
supplemented by those of the Chief Intelligence Directorate of the General 
Staff (GRU), which directs Soviet military intelligence. Significantly, all 
Soviet, espionage activity is under the ultimate supervision of the. Communist 
Party of the Soviet Union.. 

Illegal -Espionage 

During .recent years, we in the, FBI have noticed a sharp increase* 
in Soviet illegal espionage. This.type of espionage is directed by individuals 
who have no^overt connection with. their Soviet principals and, who are sent 
to the United States under false identities supported by fraudulent documents. 
This covert, illegal activity is onlyone phase of the Soviet espionage offensive. 
The other, usually described.as "legal, " is conducted and controlled through 

official personnel legally assigned to;Soviet establishments in the United, States.

This Soviet agent set up headquarters in New York City. Ostensibly, 
he was a commercial photographer with* all of the essential toofs of his trade. 
But, he also had three short-wave radios, a tape recorder, a miniatur e camera, 
a set of magnets, and a pocketful of hollowed~out items for concealing micro- 
filmed messages. Among these items were a wooden pencil, a shaving brush, - 
cuff links, batteries, coins, pigment tubes> and an assortment of nuts and bolts. 
The magnets, we discovered, were for attaching messages to, metal fences, the 
bottoms of park benches, and other similar, hiding places. 

Twice a week, this spy faithfully tuned in to Russia on one of his three 
radios and received carefully encoded instructions. Guided by a microfilmed" 
schedule carried in an ordinary wooden pencil which had been cleverly hollowed 
out to form a secret container, he recorded his instructions and subsequently 
passed them on to members of the espionage network. Jfhen forwarding 
information to the: Soviet Union, he placed his microfilmed data in one of the 
numerous "dead drops" designated by his Soviet superiors. These messages 
were eventually picked up and sent to the Soviet Union by other members of his 
espionage network. 

This Soviet spy was Colonel Rudolf Iyanovich Abel, who was arrested 
in June, 1957, and whose .conviction for espionage on behalf of the Soviet Union 
was upheld by the United States Supreme Court in March of this year. He is now 
serving a 30- year prison term. 

"Legal" Espionage 

The so-called "legal" espionage of Soviet officials stationed in our 
country ranges from the overt collection of readily available public*- source 
information of an intelligence nature to covert attempts to secure classified 
information. 

Quite rightly, our Government has always operated under the principle 
that, as much information as possible about our country, consistent with national 
security, should be made available to its citizens. American industry necessarily 
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In January, 1955, our Government restricted Soviet citizens 
in the United States from acquiring any aerial photographs other than 
those which appeared in "newspapers, periodicals, technical journals, 
atlases and books commercially available to the general public. " The 
Soviets immediately began circumventing these restrictions by subverting 
Americans to purchase aerial photographs for them or by using trickery 
and deceit to obtain them. 

One month after these restrictions became effective, for 
example, Nikolai L Trofimov, a Soviet official in Mexico, began 
negotiations for an American residing on our west coast to get him 
aerial photographs of 45 major United States cities; Of these 45 cities, 
19 are located near Strategic Air Command bases and the remaining 26 
are regarded as strategic, because located either in them or near them 
are air bases, naval bases, research or training stations, atomic energy 
installations, or important industrial facilities. In two other instances 
which are typical of their use of subterfuge, Soviet officials, during 
1959, obtained aerial photographs from chambers of commerce in 
Montana and Wyoming by posing as American tourists. 

The data which can be developed from aerial photographs is 
obviously invaluable. However, this information is only one objective 
of the Soviet Union's insatiable quest for our military, scientific, 
industrial, and technological secrets. As -is the case in their efforts 
to obtain aerial photographs, Soviet diplomats often go far beyond the 
acceptable standards of diplomatic behavior in their relentless search 
for information regarding our Nation. Moreover, in the light of the 
methods used by the Soviets to obtain aerial photographs of our country, 
Khrushchev 1 s emotional diatribe against our U-2 aerial reconnaissance' 
flights over the Soviet Union has a particularly hollow and hypocritical 
ring I 
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Double Dealing 

Khrushchev f s visit- to the United States last fall provided 
the backdrop for another Soviet espionage meeting* On September 18, 
1959, at the very moment when Khrushchev was outlining his, grandiose 
plan, for to tal disarmament befo re the United Nations General 



Assembly,| | a Soviet employee of the United Nations, 



was in Springfield, Massachusetts, for a clandestine espionage 

meeting* The purpose of this meeting was to induce an American ^ r 

toiurnish information regarding our highly secret cryptographic 

machines and to persuade the American to secure employment in 

a sensitive GovernmenLa^fincy where he could obtain classified information 

for transmittal tol While this espionage meeting was taking place, 

another Soviet employee of the United Nations 

conducted a surveillance of the meeting place as an additional 
security precaution* 

The anomaly in this case goe s far bevo nd the contem ptuous 
timing of this clandestine spy meeting* | ]and| | as I have k6 



mentioned, were both Soviet nationals employed by the United Nations* b7c 
As such, each had taken a solemn oath to become an international 
civil servant and, I quote, "not to seek or accept instructions in 
regard to the performance of my duties from any government or 
other authority external to the organization* tf 

The deliberate breach of this solemn oath by these two 
Soviets is typical of the methods which characterize Soviet espionage* 
Our investigations disclose that the Soviets show no hesitation in 
using such tactics as blackmail, extortion, bribery, entrapment, 
and false promises to ensnare Americans into their espionage and 
intelligence networks* 

World-Wide Ramifications 



Nor, again, has the United States been the only target of Soviet 
espionage* Because of the international character of communism and its goal 
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t of world domination, no nation is immune. The scope and scale of, the Soviet 
espionage effort directed against noncommunist nations are obvious from the 
j fact that, during- recent years, some 360 individuals in 11 different nations of 
* the free world have been convicted of espionage in behalf of v the Soviet Union* * 

The public record of the expulsion of Soviet, diplomatic personnel 
from the countries of the free world because of their espionage or, subversive, 
activities is .additional proof -that ; subversion and espionage are, in effect, vital 
- -aspects, of- official, Soviet state policy. During the past 10, years, at least 47, 
*• Soviet officials have been publicly expelled for espionage, and subversion frpm, 
free, world -countries and from the United Nations organization. The roster of , 
these -nations includes Argentina, Denmark, Iran, Italy, Mexico, the Netherlands, 
Norway, Sweden, Switzerland, Thailand, Turkey, the United : IQngdom$ the <_ 
United States, and Venezuela. 

Soviet espionage is augmented by the spy operations of the other 
communist -bloc nations. The -European satellite intelligence services, for 
example, have been developed according to the Soviet pattern and are guided 
by Soviet policies and procedures. The Soviets have access to, all information 
developed by the ^satellite intelligence services and, in fact, maintain an 
advisor system at the headquarters level to make certain, that satellite 
espionage^ operations ,are consistent with Soviet interests. 

This coordination is not limited to ^headquarter s abroad. Beginning 
in November,- 1958; the Soviet and satellite military, naval, and air attaches 
stationed in the UnitedStates begari a series- of monthly meetings under the 
guidance of theSoviet military attache. At the initial meeting, the satellite 
officials were given specific assignments to obtain information desired by the 
Soviets, and arrangements were made for the over -rait correlation of their 
activities. Thus, for all practical purposes, Soviet and, satellite espionage are 
one and the same thingo 

The extent of the problem posed by communist espionage is indicated 
by the fact that it has been reliably estimated that, throughout' the world; some 
300,000 trained officers serve in the 27 intelligence and security services 
of the communist-bloc nations. Yet, Trifonov had the effrontery to stand before 
an audience here at Alfred and categorically deny that the Soviet Union 
engaged in any espionage activity! 
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Specious Appeal 



The magnitude and the effectiveness of the communist espionage 
and subversive offensives -help to explain the almost desperate efforts of the 
communist movement to disguise its inherently illegal nature under an 
aura of legitimacy and respectability — the sine qua non for capturing the minds 
and 1 loyalties of men everywhere* The communists have no intention of 
abandoning their extensive espionage and subversive networks . But, they 
realize that they must base their open appeal on what are universally recognized 
as man's legitimate needs and aspirations. It is for this reason that communism 
promises ail things to all men. It claims to be the panacea which will cure 
the world's ills. It contends that only under a world-wide communist social 
order will man be assured of complete equality, material abundance, and 
social justice. 

However, the appeals of communism are as cynical as Trifonov's 
denials. FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover has pointed out: 

"In the name of ending the exploitation of the common man, the 
communist hierarchy has developed into a parasitic ruling class 
which has imposed a ruthless tyranny over millions. In the 
name of humanity, communism suppresses the most elementary 
human values and robs the individual of his inherent dignity 
and worth. In what is pictured as a workers' paradise, slave 
labor is commonplace and the working man is denied the right 
to strike. In the regime which claims to have eliminated all 
discrimination, anti-Semitism is virtually official policy. The 
pretension that communism stands for national independence is 
flagrantly contradicted by the brutal suppressions of the uprisings 
in East Germany, Hungary, and Tibet. " 

The philosophy of communism is demonstrably false. Communist 
methods are repugnant to the entire civilized world. Yet, the appeal of the 
communist promise of a world-wide society in which lasting peace and harmony 
will prevail proves again the power of a myth. 



o 



But, the existence of the communist-bloc nations as a powerful, 
aggressive force in international relations is no myth. World communism now 
controls one quarter of the land area of the world and the lives of almost one 
billion people. It confidently predicts its inevitable triumph on a world-wide 
scale. Its triumph will mean our total destruction. We ignore this threat at 
our peril. 

The menace of world communism looms large. So large that any 
response to its challenge which is based on hysteria, alarmism, extremism, 
or vigilante action will only do more harm than good. The only effective 
answer lies in a long-range, positive program based on a realistic, rational, 
analytical appraisal of the threat which the communist movement presents. 
Only out of such a constructive approach can we, develop the course of action 
which the future demands. This program must not merely counter communism. 
It must also, and in the very process, deepen and enrich our own heritage 
of freedom- -our mightiest weapon in the struggle for the minds and loyalties 
of men everywhere. 
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(B) OFFICE OF NAVAL/I NTELLIGENCE - NAVAL INVESTIGATIVE V, 

v SERVICE -- The Naval Investigative Service recently became the new y 
name of those elements of the Office of Naval Intelligence (ONI) charged 
with the "world-wide investigative and counterintelligence responsibilities 
of the Department of the Navy* This resulted from a reorganization, ordered 
by the Secretary of the Navy, for the primary purpose of placing the Director 
of Naval Intelligence in full control of personnel in the field and removing 
them from control of the Commandants of Naval Districts in the United 
States and Naval commanders in overseas areas* In addition, field 
personnel will now report directly to the Director of ONI, through the 
Naval Investigative Service Headquarters at Washington, 

All District Intelligence Offices in the United States have been 
abolished and reconstituted as Naval Investigative Service Offices, each 
headed by the former District Intelligence Officer, now called Commanding 
Officer. Overseas elements, which formerly operated under the name 
Naval Counterintelligence Support Activity, have been similarly reconstituted. 
The fact that the new component is a subsidiary of ONI will be made plain by 
ji the use of the ONI seal on its stationery and the appearance of the name f^

It is not anticipated that this internal change will have any effect % V) 
on our relations with ONI, either at the Seat of Government or in the field;
